Program Eases Jan. 1 


Import Ban Comes 


Off Many Articles 


FOODS AFFECTED 


The modification, effective Jan 
1, includes the lifting of import 
and quota prohibitions from a 


broad list of foods and other goods, 
mostly American-made, which have 
been missing from Canadian shop 
shelves over the last year. Other 
commodities have been shifted 
from the prohibited to the quota 
category. 

In addition, Canadians travelling 
to the United States and staying 
more than 48 hours will be allowed 
after Jan, 1 to bring back $100 
worth of gifts and personal articles, 
“subject to the usual regulations,” 

There is no change, however, in 
the present ration—$150 in US. 
currency a year—of funds for 
pleasure travel abroad, Canadians 
wishing to bring back goods must 
pay for them out of their pleasure 
travel ration, 

At the same time, Mr. Abbott an- 
nounced that the government's 
“budgetary surplus” for the first 
eight months of the current fiscal 
year now totals $560,000,000, com- 
pared with $575,000,000 accumulated 
at the same date a year ago. The 
November surplus totalled $26,400,- 
000, 

Today's announcement marks the 
third major relaxation in the dol- 
lar-conservation program since it 
was launched last November in the 
midst of an alarming drop in the 
country’s fund of gold and US. dol- 
lars. The decline had been ascrib- 
ed to heavy imports from the U.S, 
and the inability of Canada’s Euro- 
pean customers to pay dollars for 
purchases in this country.

The Sydney Daily Telegraph 
sums up the position like this 

“Hitherto we have planned our 
defence along lines which con- 
nect up with Britain, her navy 
and her possessions east of Suez 
We now have ta put far more 


emphasis on our collaboration 


with America 

“If the United States needs 
bases in our area, she should 
have them. We are essential to 
her Pacific defences. She is 


equally essential to ours. We have 
to admit the possibility that, out- 
flanked by strong enemy bases 
on the mainiand, America’s de- 


fences in Japan may fail, That 
would put Australia in the front 
line again,” 

Naturally the United States 
hasn't overlooked any of the facts 
of this crisis in considering what, 
if anything, can be done to-save 


China from the Communists 
However, Washington reads the 
signs as indicating the United 
States must be prepared t write 
off China as an almost certain 
loss 

This doesn't mean that Wash- 


ington won't give furthe: aid. It 
does mean, as I understand it, 
that the United States regards it 
as wholly unfeasible to try to 
put the Nationalist government 
on its feet at this late date with a 
colossal expenditure of our re- 
sources

It just so happens, though, that it has many good features 
that recommend it as a wrestle-fight centre. | 

Would suggest that the problem of rectifying | 
the poorer features rests with the Exhibition Associa- 
tion, owners of the building, who, it’s important to 

remember, had it constructed in the first place as a
